National Inventory 
Of Soil and Water 
Conservation Needs 


The National inventory of soil 
and water conservation needs, re- 
cently announced by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, is intended 
to equip the department to more 
affectively plan and carry out 
its soil and water work. Plans 
call for completing the initial in- 
ventory in 3 years, with periodic 
revisions thereafter to keep the 
figures up to date. 

Inventories for each county in 
the United States will provide 
basic facts-about the amount and 
kind of soil, water, and plant re- 
sources, as well as a realistic es- 
timate of treatments needed to 
best protect and improve those 
resources. 

The study is to be carried out 
by the Soil Conservation Service, 
commodity Stabilization Service, 
Federal Extension Service, Farm- 
ers Home Administration, and 
Forest Service. 

Representatives of these agen- 
cies will make up a national com- 
mittee to develop procedures and 
guide the program. Comparable 
committees in the States and Ter- 
ritories will be named to carry 
out the work at that level. 

In addition, the cooperation of 
State and local agencies, organ- 
izations, and groups concerned 
with soil, water, forest, range, 
and wildlife conservation will be 
actively solicited. These include 
the land-grant colleges, soil con- 
servation districts, State Fores- 
try and conservation departments, 
water agencies, and_ similar 
groups. Federal agencies respon- 
sible for land management in 
other departments will be asked 
to help obtain data which can 
be used in the inventory.

HIGHWAY LEGISLATION . 
Last year. in responsg, 
great demand for highway 
lation, the Senate passed a f 
ttbillion dollar bil} authorizing 
the construction of a network of 
highways throughout the country, 
but failed to provide for any 
method of financing it. Subge- 
quently the House Public Works 
Committee in the last. days of the 
session reporte da bill both au- 
thorizing the construction of a 
similar system of highways and 
providing for the financing of the 
Program. However, when the 
bill reached the floor there 
was sọ much disagreement 
on the various phases of the 
raising the revenue that the House 
sent the bill back to the Com- 
mittee. 

At the beginning of this session, 
it was recognized that the reve- 
nue raising was the principle oh 
stacle. Therefore, it was agreed 
that the Public Works Commitfee 
would work out the intricate ‘sys- 
tem of highways and the Com 
mittee on Ways and Means of.the 
House would work out a title pro- 
viding the revenues. This was a 
wise decision since the commit- 
tee on Ways and Means is better- 
staffed and  better-qualified to 
legislate on revenue matters. The 
result was a combined bill pro- 
viding for the highways and. the 
revenue necessary to finance it. 

Everyone in this automobile 
age recognizes the necessity for 
an adequate and up-to-date high- 
way system for a Nation which in 
this day moves on wheels. The 
problem faced was that everyone 
favored such a system, but appar- 
ently no one wanted to pay for 
it. President Eisenhower first 
recommended last year that the 
so-called Clay Report be adopt- 
ed and the program be financed 
by bond issue. We thought then 
and think now that that was a 
mistake. And while we agree that 
the taxes authorized under this 
bill are burdensome, we are of 
the opinion, as we told the House, 
that this new program should be 
paid for by the users of the 
highways as they use them rather 
than to pass another 36 and one- 
half billion dollar-interest bear- 
ing debt on to the future genera- 
tions. Again, while there were 
phases of the bill of which we 
did not approve, it was simply 
a question of taking what was of- 
fered us or having no highway 
program. 

The bill passed the House by a 
vote of 388 to 19 and now goes 
to the Senate. The following is 
a brief breadown of the Houge 
bill 

1. Authorization— 

Total amount authorized, $36% 
billion. 

Federal aid highways, $11% 
billion. 45 percent of which will 
be spent on Federal-aid primary 
highways. 30 percent on Feder- 
al-aid secondary highways. 25 
percent on extensions of these 
into urban areas.

President”s request for a soil 
bank program, but are divided on 
the. question as to whether or not 
there is already sufficient law for 
the administration of such a pro- 
gram. Other Democrats insist on 
any legislation providing fon the 
rigid 80 percent support. 

This week the Appropriations 
Committee applied for a rule on 
an appropriation of . $1,200,000,000 
for the carrying out of the soil 
bank program. But since the 
opposition of Republicans and 
some Democrats made such a 
strong showing that existing law 
was inadequate for the proper 
administration of the fund, the 
Committee on Rules took no ac- 
tion but suggested that the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations and the 
House Agriculture Committee get 
together on language which would 
insure the proper administration 
of the funds. The indications are 
now that some such program will 
be worked out in the next few 
weeks. Whether this will be in 
time to help the farmer this year 
is another question.

National Inventory 
Of Soil and Water 
Conservation Needs 


The National inventory of soil 
and water conservation needs, re- 
cently announced by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, is intended 
to equip the department to more 
affectively plan and carry out 
its soil and water work. Plans 
call for completing the initial in- 
ventory in 3 years, with periodic 
revisions thereafter to keep the 
figures up to date. 

Inventories for each county in 
the United States will provide 
basic facts-about the amount and 
kind of soil, water, and plant re 
sources, as well as a realistic es- 
timate of treatments needed to 
best protect and improve those 
resources. 

The study is to be carried out 
by the Soil Conservation Service, 
commodity Stabilization Service, 
Federal Extension Service, Farm- 
ers Home Administration, and 
Forest Service. 

Representatives of these agen- 
cies will make up a national com- 
mittee to develop procedures and 
guide the program. Comparable 
committees in the States and Ter- 
ritories will be named to carry 
out the work at that level. 

In addition, the cooperation of 
State and local agencies, organ- 
izations, and groups concerned 
with soil, water, forest, range, 
and wildlife conservation will be 
actively solicited. These include 
the land-grant colleges, soil con- 
servation districts, State Fores- 
try and conservation departments, 
water agencies, and similar 
groups. Federal agencies respon- 
sible for land management in 
other departments will be asked 
to help obtain data which can 
be used in the inventory.

grist Beep in _Tesponse. to the 
‘eat demand for highway | 
lation, the Se AT ene 


network of 
highways throughout the country, 
but failed to provide for 
method. of financing it. Subse- 
pe the House Public Works 
Committee in the last. days of the 
session reporte da bill both au- 
thorizing the construction of a 
similar system of highways and 
providing for the financing of the 
program. However, when the 
bill reached the floor there 
was so much disagreement 
on the various phases of the 
raising the revenue that the House 
sent the bill back to the Com- 
mittee. 

At the beginning of this session, 
it was recognized that the reve- 
nue raising was the principle ob 
stacle. Therefore, it was agreed 
that the Public Works Commitfee 
would work out the intricate sys- 
tem of highways and the Com 
mittee on Ways and Means of, the 
House would work out a title pro 
viding the revenues. This was a 
wise decision since the commit- 
tee on Ways and Means is better- 
staffed and better-qualified to 
legislate on revenue matters, The 
result was a combined Dill pro 
viding for the highways and the 
Tevenue necessary to finance jt. 

Everyone in this automobile 
age recognizes the necessity for 
an adequate and up-to-date high- 
way system for a Nation which in 
this day moves on wheels. The 
problem faced was that everyone 
favored such a system, but appar- 
ently no one wanted to pay for 
it. President Eisenhower first 
recommended last year that the 
so-called Clay Report be adopt- 
ed and the program be financed 
by bond issue. We thought then 
and think now that that was a 
mistake. And while we agree that 
the taxes authorized under this. 
bill are burdensome, we are of 
the opinion, as we told the House, 
that this new program should be 
paid for by the users of the 
highways as they use them rather 
than to pass another 36 and one- 
half billion dollar-interest bear- 
ing debt on to the future genera- 
tions. Again, while there were 
phases of the bill of which we 
did not approve, it was simply 
a question of taking what was of- 
fered us or having no highway 
program. 

The bill passed the House by a 
vote of 388 to 19 and now goes 
to the Senate.

enhower, vetoed the 
Farm Bill and the, Heyse, sustain- 
ed him, a number. of. proposals 
hae been mgdg. and, a number 
of bills have been. intredyced. in 
an effort to enact some urgently 
‘needed farm legislation. It is 
generally agreed that the . main 
difficulty now lies at the door of 
Party politics, The President 
and the. Republicans generally are 
adamant in their opposition,. to 
rigid 90- percent parity support 
for the basic commodities,, The 
Democrats are agreeable to the 
President’s request for a, soil 
bank program, but are divided. on 
the question as.to whether or not 
there is alr . sufficient law. for 
the administration of such a pro- 
gram. Other, Democrats insist on 
any legislation providing fon the 
rigid $0 percent support. 

This week the Appropriations 
Committee applied for a rule on 
an appropriation of .$1,200,000,000 
for the carrying out of the soil 
bank program. But. since the 
opposition of Republicans and 
some Democrats, made such a 
strong showing that existing law 
was inadequate for the proper 
administration of the fund, the 
Committee on Rules took no ac- 
tion but suggested that the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations and the 
House Agriculture Committee get 
together on language which would 
insure the proper administration 
of the funds. The indications are 
now that some such program will 
be worked out in the next few 
weeks. Whether this will be in 
time to help the farmer this year 
is another question.

“Records of 
more than 10 million workers in 
companies having eyecare pro 
grams show that visual correction 
invariably reduces the accident 
rate.” : 

Doctor May said that eye in- 
juries cost more than 20 million 
dollars a year and at least 90 
per cent of them could be pre 
vented by safety goggles and sim- 
ilar well established safety meas- 
ures. He said eye accidents in 
American industry occur at the 
rate of two a minute throughout 
the working day. 

Requirements for safe vision on 
the job, according to Doctor 
May, are, 

Near acuity - ability to focus 
and see well with both eyes and 
each eye separately at a distance 
of about 15 inches. 

Distant acuity - the same as 
above for a distance of 20 feet 
or more. 

Adequate field of vision—abil- 
ity to see to both sides and up 
and down while focusing on a 
small target. 

Depth perception ability te 
judge space relationships. 

Binocular co-ordination—ability 
to make the two eyes work well 
together. 

Color dscrimination — ability 
to detect differences in colors. 

One of the most common mis- 
takes in occupational vision, ac- 
cording to Dr. May, is to assume 
that glasses for reading are also 
suited to Your job when a differ- 
ent correction may be needed.

Cotton needs a shot of extra 
fertilizer too. At this time side 
dressing 
gen is important. 

When applying extra nitrogen 
as a solid, lower the cultivator 
sweep or distributor shovel two 
inches below regular cultivation 
depth., This places the nitrogen 
next to the moisture and where 
it will not be disturbed during 
cultivation. 

When applying liquid nitrogen, 
dig first to find length ‘of young 
roots growing out into middles. 
Place fertilizer 2 to 3 inches 
away from the roots. 

In Hancock County, 30 to 40 
pounds of nitrogen should be ap 
plied as a side dressing.
